The year 1900 has been a notable one in Meredith's history, 
for it has marked the erection of a beautiful new Library, on 
a spot once disfigured by unsightly buildings. This new struc- 
ture, with its graceful proportions and pleasing, barmorious 
interior, will ever be a fitting memorial to the good taste and 
generusity of the donor, Mr. Benjamin M.Smith of Beverly, 
Mass., who has devoted his time and energies unceasinglv to 
perfecting every detail of the building which bears his name. 
It now devolves upon the town to show its appreciation by 
doing everything possible to keep the Library in first class 
condition. That, of course, will mean an increased appro- 
priation, but if wisdom is exercised in all expenditures, satis- 
factory results can be obtained even with limited means.
